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PRELIMINARY  BSTIMAIBS  FOR  JULY  AJSID  lUR  THE  FIRST  7  MONTHS  OP  19^9 

Farmers  received  arovmd  I3.8  "billion  dollars  from  marketings 
during  the  first  7  months  of  19^9 »  or  10  percent  less  than  their  cash 
receipts  in  the  corresponding  period  of  19^S.    Prices  received  "by  farmers, 
from  January  through  July  averaged  about  12  percent  helow  a  year  ago,  hut 
the  volume  of  marketings  was  slightly  larger  this  year. 

Farmers'  total  gross  income  for  the  first  7  months  in  19^9  was 
proljahly  down  "by  a"bout  the  same  percentage  as  their  cash  receipts  from 
marketings.    Expenditures,  however,  are  declining  less  rapidly,  and  net 
income  for  the  first  part  of  19^9  was  pro'bably  down  somewhat  more  than 
10  percent. 

Cash  receipts  in  July 

In  July,  farmer's  cash  receipts  totaled  a"bout  2.1  "billion 
dollars,  up  a"bout  5  percent  from  the  previous  month  "but  almost  25  per- 
cent less  than  July  19^8.    Prices  of  farm  products  in  July  pro"ba"bly 
averaged  a"bout  the  same  as  in  J\ine  and  I7  percent  lower  than  a  year  ago . 
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Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  are  estimated 
at  1.2  "billion  dollars,  slightly  less  than  in  June  and  20  percent  "below- 
last  July.    Tor  al]  the  major  livestock  groups,  cash  receipts  were  su"b- 
stantially  lower  than  a  year  ago,  primarily  hecause  of  lower  prices. 
Gash  receipts  from  meat  animals  were  pro"ba"bly  ahout  the  same  as  in  June 
and  ahout  20  percent  "below  a  year  ago.    V/ith  a  seasonal  decline  in  milk 
production,  receipts  from  dairy  products  were  pro'ba'bly  about  5  percent 
less  than  in  June  and  25  percent  less  than  last  year.    And  receipts  from 
poultry  and  eggs,  though  only  slightly  "below  June  receipts,  were  10  or  15 
percent  "below  July  19^8. 

Crop  receipts  in  July  pro'ba'bly  totaled  about  0.9  "billion  dollars, 
25  percent  more  than  in  June  'but  25  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  The 
volume  of  crop  marketings  was  up  seasonally,  "but  it  v/as  pro"bably  somewhat 
smaller  than  last  year.    Prices  averaged  aljout  10  percent  "below  last  July. 
Receipts  from  wheat  were  nearly  douhle  the  June  level,  as  harvesting  of 
the  vanter  wheat  crop  was  well  under*  way  "by  the  end  of  the  month.  However, 
receipts  were  "below  last  July,  mainly  "because  of  lower  prices.  Receipts 
from  fruits  and  nuts  were  also  substantially  higher  than  in  June  "but  less 
than  those  of  last  July. 

Cash  receipts,  January- July 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  and  receipts 
from  crops  were  "both  down  from  19^S  in  the  period  January  through  J\ily. 
Farmers  received  ahout  S.5  "billion  dollars  from  the  sale  of  livestock 
and  livestock  products,  13  percent  less  than  last  year.    Prices  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  averaged  10  percent  lower  than  last  year. 
Receipts  from  meat  animals  were  down  15  percent  and  dairy  receipts,  12 
percent.    But  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  practically  the  same 
as  in  the  first  7  months  of  ISkZ, 

The  7-Dionth  total  of  crop  receipts  was  a"bout  5*3  "billion 
dollars,  a'bout  5  percent  less  than  last  year.    Crop  prices  averaged  13 
percent  lower  "but  marketings  were  larger.    Smaller  receipts  from  wheat 
and  vegetables,  chiefly  "because  of  lower  prices,  were  primarily  respon- 
si"ble  for  the  decline  in  total  crop  receipts. 

VOLUME  OF  FARM  PRODUCTION  K)R  SALE  MD  HOME  USE  IE  19 1+9 

According  to  preliminary  estimates  as  shown  in  ta"ble  5t  "t^®  totjal 
volume  of  agricultural  production  for  sale  and  consumption  in  farm  homes  in 
19U-9  will  pro'ba'bly  "be  3S  percent  a"bove  the  1935-39  average,  or  the  same  as 
that  of  last  year.    Production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  may  "be 
a  little  larger  than  in  19^3,  "but  crop  production  "based  on  the  July  1  crop 
report  is  not  expected  *o  equal  last  year's  all-time  record.    The  volume  of 
poultry  and  eggs  may  "be  as  much  as  10  percent  greater  than  a  year  ago;  and 
production  of  meat  animals  and  dairy  products  will  pro"ba"bly  "be  up  slightly. 
But  current  indications  are  that  corn,  wheat,  oil-"bearing  crops,  truck  crops 
and  other  vegeta"bles  will  "be  down  from  their  IS^S  levels. 

The  figures  for  ISk^  have  "been  revised,  "but  they  show  only  minor 
differences  from  the  indexes  published  in  the  Decem"ber  19^+8  issue  of  The 
Farm  Income  Situation.    The  1$^^  all-commodity  index  is  still  38  percent 
a'bove  the  1935-39  average,  vdth  the  index  for  livestock  and  livestock 
products  reduced  1  point  and  that  for  crops  raised  3  points.

Recent  estimates  revise  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  down- 
vrard  for  "both  I9U7  and  19^+8.    The  estimate  for  19i|7  is  now  30. 0  'billion 
dollars  as  compared  with  the  previous  estimate  of  30.2  "billion  dollars. 
The  new  estimate  for  I9US  is  30.5  "billion  dollars  instead  of  3I.O  "billion 
dollars  as  previously  published.    The  value  of  home  consumption  for  19^7  is 
practically  unchanged  from  the  old  figure  of  3«1  "billion  dollars,    For  IfUS, 
it  is  up  slightly  to  3«2  "billion  dollars. 

Cash  receipts  in  19^7 

In  general,  revisions  in  the  I9U7  estimates  of  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  changed  the  previous  estimates  only  slightly,  the  total 
having  "beer  reduced  "by  less  than  1  percent.    Changes  are  negligible  for 
livestock  and  products  and  for  most  crop  groups.    lut  in  the  case  of  oil- 
bearing  crops  and  fruits  and  nuts  the  percentage  reductions  are  fairly  large. 
Lov-rer  estimates  of  marketings  of  flaxseed  ajid  soybeans  account  for  most  of 
the  reduction  in  the  estimate  of  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops,  and  a 
change  in  the  method  of  pricing  citrus  fruits  is  primarily  responsible  for 
the  lower  estimate  of  receipts  from  fruits.

Cash  receipts  in  IQ^-S 

According  to  the  latest  estimates,  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  in  I9U8  x\?ere  30, 5^5  n^Hlio^  dollars.     This  represents  a  reduction 
of  less  than  2  percent  from  the  cumulative  monthly  total  for  19^  published 
in  the  January  19^49  issue  of  The  Parm  Incomo  Situation.    A  downward  revision 
in  receipts  from  livestock  and  products,  amounting  to  a  little  more  than  2 
percent,  is  primarily  the  result  of  a  reduced  estimate  of  hog  marketings. 
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The  new  estimate  for  crops  as  a  whole  is  much  the  same  as  the 
prelininary  monthly  total.    A  rather  substantial  decline  in, .the  case  of., 
food  grains  is  due  to  saialler  sales  of  wheat  than  had  "been  estimated  pre- 
viously.   Lov;er  estimates  of  marketings  of  oranges,  lemons,  grapes,  and 
poaches,  together  idth  a  change  in  the  method  (3 f  pricing  citrus  fr'xits,  are 
Ir^rrely  responsible  for  the  reduction  of  6  percent  in  the  total  for  fruits 
and  tree  nuts.    Receipts  from  feed  crops  are  raised,  reflecting  an  upv/ard 
rovision  in  sales  of  corn,  oats,  and  hay.    Marketings  of  flaxseed  and  soy- 
"beans  were  also  larger  than  had  previously  "been  estimated,  accounting  for 
an  upvmrd  revision  of  about  11  percent  in  receipts  from  oil-hearing  crops.

On  the  vrhole,  estimates  for  l^kj  and  I9U8  are  brought  a  little 
closer  together  by  the  revisions,  the  previous  increase  of  about  3  percent 
in  total  caph  receipts  in  19US  over  19'-<-7  having  been  reduced  to  2  percent. 
The  194s  gain  of  nearly  6  percent  previously  shown  for  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  is  cut  dovm  to  a  little  more  than  3  percent.    And  the  Increase 
of  3  percent  for  meat  animals  in  the  earlier  estimates  is  reduced  to  prac- 
tically nothing.    But  the  I9US  gains  previously  indicated  for  dairy  products 
and  for  poultry  and  eggs  are  not  materially  affected  by  the  revisions. 

According  to  both  sets  of  estimates,  total  receipts  from  crops 
were  juct  about  the  same  :ln  I9US  as  they  were  in  19^7 .    However,  food  grains

I the  revisions  show  a  7-percent  decline      And  because  of  larger  marketings 
01  corn,  oats,  and  hay  in  I948  than  were  previously  indicated,   the  new  esti- 
mates show  receipts  from  feed  crops  only  9  percent  below  I9U7  instead  of  16 
percent      The  increase  in  estimated  sales  of  flaxseed  and  soybeans  in  19^-8, 
ccmbj.ned  v;ith  a  downv/ard  revision  for  19^+7,  resulted  in  a  gain  of  nearly  18 
percent  in  19^8  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  over  their  I9U7  level,  instead 
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Value  of  home  consumption 

The  value  of  all  home-grown  products  consumed  in  farm  households 
in  19^7  is  now  estimated  at  3*^35  million  dollars  compared  vdth  the  former 
estimate  of  3»105  million  dollars.    The  nev^  estimate  for  19^S,  which  is 
-slightly  larger  thaji  the  previous  estimate,  is  3|155  million  dollars. 

The  total  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  the  value  of 
home  consumption  in  19^7  is  revised  dovmward  from  33»29l  million  dollars  to 
33,109  million  dollars.    The  corresponding  total  for  19^8  is  33 1 700  million 
dollars,  down  ahout  1  percent  from  the  earlier  figure  of  3^»1^2  million 
dollars.
